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Nixon Forecasts Presidency Contest With Another Kennedy

M. Nixon foresees another great 
Nixon-Kennedy contest for the 
presidency next November, al- 
most a repeat of the 1960 spec- 
tacular which he lost in the clos- 
est election in modern political 
history. 


Nixon expects to win the Re- 


publican nomination for presi- 
dent and he thinks Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy of New York will be 
his Democratic opponent. 


The former vice president's 


analysis of the outlook for Ken- 
nedy and Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey, who has not yet 
announced his presidential can- 
didacy, goes like this- 


"You 
always think of Bobby 


Kennedy as being the organiza- 
tion man and Humphrey as the 
man with great appeal to the 
public. Now Humphrey, because 
he is part of the administration, 
is the organization man and he 
has to depend on the Democrat- 
ic establishment. Kennedy on 
the other hand is playing to the 
people. My guess is that if Ken- 
nedy rolls up the majorities I 
think he will in the primaries, 
he will be nominated." 


Apart from the presidential 


primaries, Nixon's chief lieuten- 
ants advanced three principal 
reasons why they believed Ken- 
nedy will be the Democratic 
nominee—what they describe as 
the senator's "capable and effi- 


cient organization," his appeal 
to younger Democratic politi- 
cians as against the older ones 
in the party hierarchy, and their 
belief that "the national Demo- 
cratic organization is too weak 
to get the nomination for Hum- 
phrey." 


To which, perhaps, could be 


added a fourth factor, the 
jagged memory of November 
22, 1963, when President John F. 
Kennedy was assassinated in 
Dallas. 


Nixon said in Helena, Mont., 


Monday, "I am not indicating 
that I would prefer him (Hum- 
phrey) to win over somebody 
else but I am suggesting that 
the vice president is going to 
have ouite a difficult time un- 


less he can find a way to stop 
Kennedy in the primaries." 


Some of Nixon's chief advis- 


ers, however, say they believe 
Humphrey would be a stronger 
opponent than Kennedy. They 
are mindful of the enormous in- 
fluence of the White House in a 
presidential election. 


Nixon constantly keeps one 


eye on the doings of the Demo- 
crats. 


In the past two days, he has 


hit out three times at them, at 
Presidet Johnson, at Kennedy 
and Sen. Eugene McCarthy of 
Minnesota. 


He charges the President with 


"fiscal mismanagement" and 
bringing on "the worst econom- 
ic crisis in postwar history-" 


Kennedy, Nixon said in Chey- 


enne, is "unjustified" in criticiz- 
ing Johnson for not accepting 
North Vietnamese proposals as 
to the sites for the projected 
peace negotiations. 


Then, in Helena, Nixon blast- 


ed McCarthy for saying Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk should 
resign and be replaced by Sen. 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. 
Nixon said: 


"To suggest as negotiations 


are pending that the secretary of 
state resign would torpedo any 
possibility of successful negotia- 
tions, because the enemy then 
would assume that we are repu- 
diating our policies of the past 
and that all he had to do was to 
hang on to get a complete suc- 


cess for his views " 


Nixon encountered snow flur- 


ries and a brisk wind In Chey- 
enne. But when his plane landed 
in Helena, bright sunshine gild- 
ed the snow-mantled mountains 
in the distance. 


"We just turned on. this 


weather for you," Gov. Tim 
Babcock said to Nixon at the 
airport. Babcock is cochairman 
of the Nixon-for-President or- 
ganization in 15 Western states.

cial residence and then dropped 
in on a crowded restaurant on 
the way to the airfield.

"Neither the Bill of Rights nor 


the U.S. Constitution is for ad- 
ults only," Justice Abe Fortas 
said then. 


On Monday, however," the 


court turned around and as- 
signed a parental role to the 
states in deciding what juve- 
niles may read or see. 


Utter Route 


The 6-3 decision, written by 


Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 
amounts to a clear victory for 
the censors and an utter rout for 
civil libertarians. It puts gov- 
ernment in the business of de- 
ciding what is moral and gives 
government the right to declare 
illegal what it finds immoral 


Brennan's pronouncement for 


the court reaches this end by 
building on the proposition that 
"the well-being of its children is 
of course a subject within the 
state's constitutional power to 
regulate."

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Presidents Johnson and Arthur 


Before President Johnson's unexpected 


and dramatic renunciation of the idea of 
renomination for the presidency by his 
party, his declining status in the polls and 
his visible troubles as leader of his party 
sent many of the pundits to their encyclo- 
pedias of American history to find histori- 
cal parallels for his situation. 


Thus we were told ad infinitum that the 


repudiation of an incumbent president is a 
rare event, and that the last time it 
occurred was in 1884. The last man who fell 
from grace at the hands of his own party 
was Chester A. Arthur, one of the less 
distinguished of the chief executives of the 
country, and who may fee remembered, in 
fact, because of the circumstance that he 
was the last of the five men who were so 
punished. 


Yet the President Arthur situation, 


even if the present President had become a 
candidate, was not a real parallel. 


Mr. Arthur had been elected to the vice 


presidency, as had Mr. Johnson. He was on 
the ticket with James A. Garfield, and took 
over after his chief had been assassinated, 
as did Mr. Johnson. But the similarity ends 
there. President Arthur did not have the 
national recognition through precious ser- 
vice that Lyndon Johnson had attained. 
Moreover, he had not been elected in his 
own right, as Mr. Johnson was in one of the 
smashing political victories in our national 
history only four years ago. In fact, four of 
the five rejected presidents in our history 
stepped into the White House from the vice 
presidency. But unlike the man who now 
occupies it, none of them had won an 
election on their own merits. 


College No Substitute for Parents 


The confusion among college adminis- 


trators, faculty and even students over how 
to handle student rebellions was demon- 
strated by the preposterous and amusing 
"punishment" given to a Barnard student. 


Linda LeClair, a 20-year-old sophomore, 


violated college housing rules by giving a 
false off-campus address and stating that 
she had an off-campus live-in job, one of 
the few reasons Barnard students under a 
certain age are permitted to live outside 
the dormitories. But Miss LeClair was 
really sharing an apartment with her 20- 
year-old boy friend, Peter Behr, a Columbia 
University student. Behr has explained that 
he and Miss LeClair do not believe in 
marriage, that they want to set up a 
community of similarly minded couples 
and teach their children without sending 
them to school. 


The student-faculty judicial board at 


Barnard reprimanded Miss LeClair for 
misleading 
authorities 
and 
expressed 


"strong disapproval of the methods" with 
which Miss LeClair expressed her convic- 
tions. Then it banned her from the college 
snack bar, the cafeteria and a lounge where 
food may be purchased. No mention was 
made of Miss LeClair's living with a man 
outside of marriage. 


However ridiculous this particular pun- 


ishment may be, the affair points up the 
dilemma for university and college authori- 
ties. The University of Wisconsin Board of 
Regents discussed requests from students 
at the Madison campus for an end to hours 
for freshman and sophomore women and 
for permission for students to live in non- 
approved off-campus housing. The St. 
Norbert College Board of Trustees has had 
a request from the Student Senate for a 
change in rules to permit anyone 21 years 
or over to live off-campus. And all across 
the country, there is debate over to what 
extent university authorities should dic- 
tate actions of students off campus. There 
have been incidents at hundreds of institu- 
tions over alleged immorality of students 
and a great deal of confusion over what to 
do about it. 


Certainly part of the trouble is the 


considerable gap between what we like to 
consider public morality and what we 
condone — as long as it is done quietly. 
Researchers have concluded that the so-

Most states prohibit 
sexual relations outside of marriage but 
such a law is demonstrably unenforce- 
able. Its backers argue that it does serve to 
restrict such activities and help to provide 
a moral climate. But it also tends to bring 
disrespect for all laws and to demonstrate 
legal hypocrisy to the purists. 


It is clear that students at most colleges 


and universities are going to demand — 
and are going to receive eventually — more 
responsibility for their own actions with 
the demise of restraining and punitive 
restrictions. No one obviously is going to be 
dissuaded from living with her boy friend 
by being denied the privileges of the snack 
bar. It is quite likely, in fact, that if a 
young woman and young man decide to 
have sexual relations outside of marriage, 
no rule or regulation will dissuade them. 


To a large extent parents who want 


university authorities to act in loco parentis 
&re conceding their own lack of confidence 
in the way they have brought up their 
children to college age. Sexual morality 
may mean something quite different to a 
parent and a college student but true moral 


* living with a deep respect for the rights 


and concerns of others must develop long 
before the college years.

the critics must agree about a 
performance, or else one of 
them doesn't know his busi- 
ness. 


But reviewing a perform- 


ance isn't like announcing a 
ball game, where everybody 
can agree on the score at the 
end. Art has some objective 
standards, but there is a large 
subjective component in all 
artistic judgments, and ex- 
perts have room for dis- 
agreement. 


Nor is it merely the critics 


who disagree, as the public 
imagine. I used to attend 
concerts at the Aspen Summer 
Music Festival in the company 
of some of the finest musi- 
cians in the world. At the end 
of a performance, the musi- 
cian at my right might ap- 
plaud fervently, while the one 
at my left held his nose in 
disdain. 


If you would listen to a 


single Mozart concerto played 
by a dozen different pianists, 
you would hear a dozen differ- 
ent interpretations — possibly 


none of them done exactly the 
way the composer had intend- 
ed. 


One pianist will stress Mo- 


zart's elegance, another his 
melodic line, another his gai- 
ety, another his sadness, an- 
other his complexity or sim- 
plicity. The greater the work, 
the more facets may be found 
in it — and the more various 
the aspects of interpretation. 


I have seen some 20 differ- 


ent interpretations of the role 
of Hamlet, and no two were 
even remotely alike. I have 
seem Hamlet played (by ex- 
cellent actors) as a callow 
youth, as a philosopher, as a 
madman, as a cynic, as an 
idealist, as a hero, as a 
wastrel, as an incest-ridden 
neurotic, and as a flagrant 
homosexual. 


What we forget — especially 


in America — is that the critic 
is voicing only one man's 
opinion, despite his often or- 
acular tone. He is expressing 
what he thinks, and not neces- 
saily 
rendering 
an eternal 


verdict for all mankind. In 
Europe, critics are paid less 
attention to; the public re- 
serves the right to make up its 
own mind on such matters. 


But we are so unsure of our 


judgment, so desperate for 
guides to the arts that we put 
more value on professional 
critics than we should — or 
than they want us to. A couple 
of poor reviews can kill a new 
play on Broadway — but not 
in any of the European capi- 
tals, where the theater-going 
public is less dependent upon 
press reaction to a play. 


Conflicting reviews should 


not confuse us. Artists them- 
selves disagree as much as 
critics do; only privately, but 
just as pungently.

WASHINGTON - A hidden, 


deeply significant political by- 
product of the open housing 
fight was the first effective left- 
of-center Republican r e v o l t 
against Rep. Gerald Ford of

Goodell quietly put together a 
team of Republican Congress- 
men to fight the leadership. 
Rep. Bradford Morse of Massa- 
chusetts, driving force of the 
Wednesday Group, was the only 
member of the original "Quie- 
Dell" cadre with a conservative 
voting record less than 50 
percent. 


The otherwise Clark MacGre- 


gor of Minnesota, Howard Robi- 
son of New York, Paul Findley 
of Illinois, and two young fresh- 
jmen — William Steiger, 29, of 
Wisconsin, and Edward Blester, 
37, of Pennsylvania. 


When they began persuading 


their colleagues, 
they

count only 37 House Republicans 
for 
quick passage of open 


housing, as desired 
by the 


Democratic leadership. Slowly, 
they increased the number to 
57, then to 65. It slipped to 60

revolt was a landmark in the 
murky Republican politics of 
the House. It was led not by 
badly outnumbered liberal Re- 
publican Congressmen, consis- 
tently though not effectively in 
revolt against the Ford leader- 
ship, but by Ford's own kind ol 
pragmatic conservatives. The 
ringleaders were two erstwhile 
Ford lieutenants: Reps. Charles 
Goodell, 42, of New York (him- 
self a member of the party's 
regular House leadership) and 
Albert Quie, 44, of Minnesota. 


Broke Pattern 


Their open defection broke the 


pattern of the past decade. The 
House Republicans have been 
the Arabs of Capitol Hill, depos- 
ing leaders from time to time in 
lightning coups, but maintaining 
a facade of unity. Under these 
ground rules, it has been ac- 
ceptable to plot against the 
current leadership by night but 
the most heinous crime to vote 
against it by day. 


A handful of Republican Con- 


gressmen who balked at this 
voting discipline (mostly, but not 
exclusively, liberals) formed the 
Wednesday Group. But most 
ambitious young members, like 
Al Quie and Charley Goodell, 
played the game. While main- 
taining voting records of party 
regularity, they helped engineer 
the coup that gave Ford the 
leadership. 


However, Ford's brand of 


leadership, w h i l e sufficiently 
partisan and aggressive to fore- 
stall any coups, had quietly 
grown less satisfying to Con- 
gressmen desiring a new na- 
tional Republican image — in- 
cluding Quie and Goodell. Over 
the past year, they have been 
producing their own alternatives 
to Democratic 
proposals — 


ideas that became labelled col- 
lectively in the House Republi- 
can cloakroom as the "Quie- 
Dell" approach. 


Head-On Collision 


That approach collided head- 


on with Ford last December on 
the poverty bill when the Quie- 
Goodell poverty package wa: 
scrapped in favor of a bare 
bones approach. But the point oi 
revolt was not reached until this 
year when Ford decided againsl 
accepting t h e Senate-passed 
open housing scheme. 


Ford was backed by the 


entire leadership, including the 
powerful Rep. Melvin Laird of 
Wisconsin — except for Goodell. 
Their support was overwhelm- 


Much credit goes to two later 


converts to the Quie-Goodell 
cause — William McCullouch of 
Ohio, the party's respected civil 
rights spokesman, and John 
Anderson of Illinois, who opened 
the bottleneck of the House 
Rules Committee. But the vil- 
lain pilloried by the neander- 
thals in Republican cloakroom 
gossip is neither McCulloch nor 
Anderson but Goodell. No mem- 
ber of the Republican leader- 
ship, they grumble, should devi- 
ate from the party line and 
collaborate with the Democratic 
leadership. 


Indeed, Goodell's rise up the 


House leadership ladder may 
now have been arrested. But his 
revolt splintered the shell of 
House Republican unity so thor- 
oughly that it can never be 
adequately p a s t e d together, 
raising the prospect 
of an 


important new Republican fac- 
tion on Capitol Hill geared to a 
national rather than a parochial 
constituency.
